The Andover Townsman this week received a re- 
quest from Andover, England for a copy of this news- 


paper to be placed in the Municipal Library there, 
in return for a copy of their ‘‘Andover Advertiser.”’ 
Relations between the English speaking nations 
could hardly be better served than through an inter- 
change of newspapers, for when it is edited under 
the traditions of ‘‘freedom of the press’’ a news- 
paper reflects perhaps more intimately than any 
other medium the thought, custonis, and desires of 
its community. 


The fact that Andover, England first made the re- 
quest should give pause to Andover, Massachusetts. 
How great a responsibility rests on the people of 
America! Many traditions of New England, as well 
as of the country as a whole, had their roots in old 
England. Yet many originated here. Let us of this 
community seek to reflect not only the best of our 
English heritage, but also show that our own tra- 
ditions maintain their original integrity.

One Vote Is Important 


‘‘Our forefathers fought for the right to vote — but 
do we care much for that right today?’’ wrote Hugh 
Forster, chairman, civic committee, Lancaster, Pa. 


‘‘Apparently we don’t!”’ 


\ir. Forster then cited some facts which should 


make America ashamed of itself. In a recent election, 


90 per cent of Relgium’s eligible voters went to the 
polls. Almost as many eligible Italian voters cast 
ballots in the election that rebuffed conimunism, and 
82 per cent voted in the last British election. Other 
nations have comparable records. But only 51 per 
cent of eligible Americans voted in the presidential 
election of 1948. 


It’s an easy alibi to say that just one vote doesn’t 
matter, so why take the trouble to visit the polls. 


The fact is that one vote can be overwhelmingly im- 


portant. Mr. Forster described cases where a very 
small number of votes made history. As an example, 


in 1884 James Blaine lost New York State by much 
less than one vote per precinct. Had he carried New 
York he would have defeated Cleveland and become 


president. 


Such exceptional cases to one side, every Ameri- 
can freedom rides solidly on the right of franchise. 
The secret ballot is the greatest defense against 
tyranny ever devised in the tangled history of man- 
kind. No one who fails to vote can call himself a 
good citizen. tie is, instead, a shirker of the worst 


possible kind,
